Some people are never happy unless they are 
indulging in a ^owl. And it does not de- 
tract from their peculiar pleasure that tht 
persons or policy they grumble at are quite 
innocent of the; motives imputed; Indeed, 
this fact only seems to add zest to the exer- 
cise of what is considered an Englishman's 
privilege. Our Clyde contemporary 'U im- 
mense at this sort of thing, and its desire to 
do the virtuously indignant and appear the 
champion of the "people’s rights" often 
le^ that journal into making statements of 
a false, if not malicious, character. An illus- 
tration of how the Dumtan Times can make 
a straw into a tether when it suits a purpose 
occurs in last issue of that paper, in connec- 
tion with an application by Messrs Strode 
and Fraser for an agricnltural lease on their 
run. The granting of a certificate to these 
gentlemen by Mr Warden Simpson has 
formed the basis whereon our contemporary 
builds up a structure of assumptions, and af- 
fords opportunity for the writer to come out- 
powerfully with “spoliation," “defiance of 
the wishes of the people," and other clap- 
trap expressions. Now, were the true state 
of the case as our contemporary puts it, we 
would be the first to join with him in pre- 
venting any action tending to injure the in- 
terests of the community, or which would 
have the appearance of injustice or unfair- 
ness. But when he sets up the " public in- 
terest ’ as a shield behind which he may 
shelter himself while darting shafts of ilL-wiil 
or malice against individuals, we think such 
acoiirsoof conduct should be exposed and 
denounced. We will as briefly as possible 
state the true position of this affair about 
which the Clyde paper affects such virtuous 
ivrath. Section 103 b of the Waste Lands 
Act confers upon pastor.al lessees within 
G-oldfields the privilege of applying for an 
agricultural lease of 040 acres within the 
boundary of the run. This lease is granted 
subject to the conditions in force regulating 
the granting of agricultural leases generally 
and that the land is not anriferens. The 
Regulations require that applications must 
be made in a form prescribed, and any objec- 
tions lodged must be sent in to the District 
Land Board within twenty-four hours of 
nearing the application. The applicants in 
the present case acted in all respects accord- 
ing to the law laid down, and no objections 
to granting the lease were lodged till within 
a few minutes of the application coming be- 
fore the- District Land Officer for adjiidica- 
tion, and even then no one appeared per- 
sonally in support of the objections. Under 
the circumstances, the District Officer havinv 
no wish to grant the lease if there was any 

valid and reasonable opposition— intimated 

he would adjourn further proceedings in the 
matter for fourteen days, so that the appli- 
cants might consider whether they would' 
waive their right *to claim that objections 
should bo lodged witliin twenty-four hours 
and BO allow the objections to be con- 
sidered. The person who lodged the ob- 
jections was informed of this postpone- 
meni. On the day of adjourned he.xr- 
ing there was no appearance on behalf 
of the objectors, and applicants’ solici- 
tor intimated on behalf of his principals that 
had tlie objectors appeared he was prepared 
to waive the regulation_ as to notice, as he 
was able to show the objections were such as 
could not be entertained. By the nou,-ap- 
pe.irance personally of objectors, he (the 
solicitor) considered they were indifferent on 
the matter, and he would therefore press tlie 
right of his clients to have the application 
dealt with .as though no objections had been 
raised. Under these circumstances, the Dis- 
trict Land Officer intimated that he would 
grant a certificate, subject to survey, stating 
that ns there were no objections on the plea 
of the land being auriferous, nor was it re- 
quired for public purposes so far as he knew, 
he saw no reason to withhold certificate. 
Indeed, had he even power to consider the 
objections which had been improperly lodged, 
they could not, ho remarked, have come 
under the heads that the land was auriferous 
or required for public purposes. Such, then, 
is a true statement of proceedings in connec- 
tion with the application, but which details 
the Diowfaii Times carefully passes over. It 
may be that tho alienation of this land will 
be inimical to the interests of Clyde, and that 
the “act is one greatly to be deplored,” but 
we entirely fail to see that the District Land 
Board is to be held responsible for that, or 
that it has “set at defiance the expressed 
wish of the people.” As a matter of fact, the 
“people” do not seem to have bothered 
themselves much about the matter, otherwise 
they would have taken measures to have the 
stable door locked before the steed was gone. 
This was not done, and because the District 
Officer fairly and imp.artially performed hia 
adniinistrativo duty, the District Board is 
subjected to violent abuse for not doing what 
the people themselves eliould have°done. 
Indeed, the Board— which consists of Messrs 
Simpson, Hazlett, and Thomson — was not 
called upon to deal with tbe application at 
all, for the very reason that no objections 
were offered to its being granted. So that 
the strictures of our contemporary are quite 
uncalled for when ho says : — “ The present 
is the first case on record where a local Waste- 
Lands Board has set atdefiance the expressed 
wishes of tho people, and it only proves our 
previously conceived opinions that the estab- 
lishment of tlicse Boards was a very great 
mistake, while they can never represent the 
iatereitj of the people they are tuppois4 t» 
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coiuar^'e, theii; very ,i'onstituUon’'a.l^^^ proyf 
inj tliBtn' an’ ^bortion, and ahother M, the 
aborainatibnjj j'Vhieh' ProVinoialianx haa , in- 
flicted upon, tKe, QoldtieJde. . Wei find the 
whole .pEithe Oojdfiel^ coraplaihing tl^et the 
local iisnii Jloaras do qut represent the inte- 
rests of , thoir ;tB8peative districts, and it is 
impossible that they can do so, as (hey are 
not sufficiently cosmopolitan .1! r Putting aside 
the peculiar' loaio' that : because this’ Is the 
first case of i ‘‘ aeflanoe, 'ate.,’' therefore' the 
establishment of local Boards. is a'greht mis- 
take, we are not awate that the Goldfields as 
awhole are complaining of the administiution 
of these bodies ; on the contrail, it is gene- 
rally conceded that they serve - theif purpose 
admirably, and are recognised by settlers as 
institutions well suited ' to the Goldfields. 
Common sense dictate's that this must be so, 
Beeingthat the gentlemen appointed have a 
thorough knowledge of the country, and of 
what should or should not be granted, and it 
was from a lack of this very knowledge that 
the Dunedin Waste Lands Hoard committed 
blunders and made sacrifices which have 
brought that institution into public odium. 

Wb do not notice this- matter from any 
deeire to advocate the claims of the squatter 
ap against the hiterest-of the general public, 
but simply to thow that an unworthy attempt 
bas been made to cast blame on a number of 
gentlemen appointed to perform a public 
duty, mid trbich may lead persons who do 
not know, the gentlemen to :thmk -that they 
have been unduly ftifluenced in favor of the 
pastoral lessee'. ' Any one acquainted with 
the members of the Dunstan District Land 
Board will not 'give the Times imputiiions a 
second' thought', especially those who know 
the inner workings which prompted the libel. 
It is poor encouragement for men of intelli- 
gence ’atid ability to give: their services on be- 
half of tbe public to find, their actions warped 
and miaconetrued to -suit the mischievous 
tendencies of those who ehould be their pro- 
tectors, In the present instance, indeed, all 
the members are held up to scorn for an act 
in which they, took no part what«ver---the 
Warden having dealt with the application, 
and it will no doubt sooii be seen whether 
that otficcr ' acted improperly or not. - The 
whole article bristles with misstatements, 
which show either, that the writer was igno- 
rant of the subject he handled, or wilfully 
misrepresented it,

than 5 years. Fourth, the Board to elect a 
president to hold office for 2 years. The fifth 
gives power to the Board to mate b-. elaws. 
Sixth, fixes the first meeting of the Board for the 
first Wednesday nfter the Province is aholished. 
Seventh, authorises the Board to enter into con- 
tracts for anyhing necessary to carrying »ut the 
Act. The uansl provisions as to how coatracti 
are to be made nro contained in this clause. 
Eighth, pves the Bo, trd power to appoint trea- 
anrer, clerk, surveyors, valuers, eollectors, -en- 
gineers, and other necessary officers. Ninth, 
authorises the Board to perform all 'such pnhlio 
works in Ot,ign as it shall consider for the public 
advantage and convenience of the people of the 
Provincial District, and to dispose of the surplus 
land revenue granted or paid to them by virtue 
of the Abolition of Provinces Act, and all other 
Bums that may he paid. to them in and about the 
cODstructiou and maintaining of public works in 
0^{o, anil' in. carrytug into effeet this - Act.

In one hotel there was quite a 
scene. Consternation was depicted on every 
face. Bells were ringing, clocks stopped, 
and the shook made several people quite sick. 

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

The Star’s \Vellington correspondent, at 
3.15 to-day, gives the following as the’ result 
of a Government caucus to-day : — It was 
agreed at a meeting of Government sup- 
porters this morning tliat the Abolition Bill 
should pass this session, but not come into 
operation till after the next meeting of Par- 
liament. It was left arith the Ministry to ar- 
range on what day, hut not later than the 
last day of next session. 

It is understood that the above will be ac- 
cepted by the Opposition. 

The proposal by the Opposition that the 
.Act should come into operation on proclama- 
tion by the Governor at the request of the 
Legislature, was rejected. 

The Government party are desirous to 
have an agreement with the Opposition that 
there shall bo no further meeting of Provin- 
cial Councils, and that all Provincial expen- 
diture shall only be such as is sanctioned by 
the General Government. 



SAN FHANCISCO MAIL. 

The San Francisco mail arrived at Auck- 
land on the 10th, aiid will probably be deli- 
vered in Dunedin to-morrow. 

The follnaving are the principal extracts 
from the news : — 

The ' Duke of Edinburgh is reported to 
have sold his right to the succession to the 
throne of Saxe-Cobiirg Gotha to the German 
Govoniment, for an annuity of £80,000. 

A damaging hurricane and hailstorm oc- 
curred near Paris. Many houses were un- 
roofed and wind'iws and chimneys demo- 
lished. Damage is estimated at £100,000. 

80.000 nersnns attended a meeting of the 
Fenian .Amnesty A.saoeiition' in support of 
the liberation of FeniaJis r.')w in prison. 

Floods in the United States have been 
more destructive than for many years.

We are glad to learn that the result of an 
inspection of the Lucknow mine by some 
Dunedin shareholders has been highly eni 
couraging. Crushing operations will lie* com- 
menced almost inamediately. MrRobt. Reid 
is about overhauling the turbine preparatory 
to a start, and the management of the mill 
will be under the supervision of Mr John 
Reekie, so long connected with the Cromwell 
Company's battoly. The mine is reported 
to be blocked with quartz, and the mine 
manager, Mr Besanko, is opening out on the 
leader which Mr Ulrich declared to be the 
true reef. 

A telegraphic request was forwarded last 
week to Mr Colclaugh, Secretary of the 
Cromwell Miners’ Association, to nominate a 
suitable and experienced person from Crom- 
well or Bannockburn district to act as judge 
at the forthciiming award of a bonus for the 
best gold-saving apparatus. Mr G. B. Doug- 
las has consented to act, and from his know- 
ledge and experience will doubtless prove a 
wise selection. 

The Low^burn Sluicing Companv are get- 
ting their principal pumping gear .from Kin- 
caid, M'Quoen, and Co., Dunedin, and will 
be prepared to test the value of the Lowbum 
flat at once. It isdo be hoped that success 
may attend their efforts to. develop the re- 
sources of the locality, and should the ma- 
chinery prove sufficiently powerful to contend 
against the water, the discovery of aomo 
valuable gold deposits is anticipated. Wa 
regret to learn that very serious delay has 
taken place about the grant of a special claim 
to this company, many months having elapsed 
since it was applied for. It would be mani- 
festly unfair to further delay a definite reply, 
as the result of their efforts will shortly bo 
public without their having obtained the pri- 
vileges which they seek, and which genuin* 
prospecting schemes deserve. 



THE SKIPPERS REEFS. 

Yesterday we received from « correspon- 
dent the following particulars regarding tho 
reefing prospects at Skippers 

At the Phoenix Co.’s claim, the machinery 
was started on Saturday last, very satisfac- 
torily, and to-day 15 lie.ads of stompera ara 
going. The lai’e good prospects will now as- 
sume a tangible form, and by the appearance 
of the paddock, in which about 330 tons of 
quartz is deposited, no doubt good result* 
will be arrived at, the stone being averaged 
to yield from two to five ounces to the ton. 
Altogether it is expected that COO tuns will 
be available for crushing at once. 

Tlie claims iri the immediate vicinity are 
looking well, and the Messrs Southberg will 
also soon be pnisliing. Several claims taken 
up in tbe neighborhood are -wailing until 
preliminaries are over and the advent of fine 
weather to commence working. The Nugget 
and Cornish Co. are still driving their ground 
tunnel, with nothing noov in prospect as yet. 
Alluvial mining is quiet, the avinter season 
not being quite over. 

The general prospects of Skippers are really 
better now than at any time since the reefs 
have' been opened, anti the expensive proa- 
pectin g (xirried out hitherto by the Messrs 
BuUon is just commencing to bear fruit. 



THE RIYGR POLLUTION BILL. 

In the Legislative Council yesterday, th*. 
Pollution of Rivers Bill, commonly known as 
the Goldfields Act Amendment Bill, was read 
a second time, after a debate which served to 
show how persistently a certain class of the 
members of that Chamber object to anything 
which may tend to render the country useful 
for purposes other than .the grazing of sheep. 
After the decision of the Court of Appeal in 
the Maraewhenua cnee, gold mining must be- 
come practically a forbidden pursuit, if some 
snchBillas the present one does not pass. 
That decision was, we believe, obtained at the 
expense of tho country, the Colonial Trea- 
sury, by arrangement, paying the costs on 
both sides, as the question at issue was one of 
such great public importance ; and the point 
having been determined, the Government 
was, we think, very much to blame in not 
having introduced a Bill this session to put 
matters on a move satisf.qotory fooling. It 
was left to Mr. T. L. Shepherd to do so, and 
he did it very well ; but still the fact of the 
Bill being introduced by a private member 
w.as used against it yesterday in the Council. 
AVe quite agree that it was the duty of the Go- 
vernment to have taken the matter up, but it 
was a matter of too great importance to tha 
country for the Legislature to neglect it be- 
cause the Government chose to do so. Dr. 
Pollen certainly voted for the Bill yesterday, 
hut it w.as ungraceful of him to damn it vvith 
faint praise as he certainly did. Ho should 
ratlier have acknowledged the obligation tha 
Government wm under to the private meiuher 
avlio had remedied their neglect and in- 
troduced a. hill of ten times more practio.al 
value to the colony than the wretched abor- 
tions on avhioh Ur. Pollen and his colleagaies 
have staked their political existence — no very 
v,a!iiahle slake, certainly, hut still all they 
had to lay as odds. We were glad to .see that 
,q majority of the Ctnincil affirmed the prin- 
ciple of the Bill, and ,we trust that it will pass 
into law, SI) that gold mining may be carried 
on without fear of .actions for dam.agesby the 
runholdevs who have acquired riparian rights 
by lease from the Crown. . The latter will 
really benefit also by tho Bill, as it enables 
them to claim compensation without the risk 
of bringing expensive law suits against miners, 
who might, when they found tlie action going 
against them, leave the Colony for other 
gold-fields.— 'VYellington Post, 4th inst. 
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Th« party under the' lijoilersHip of Mr B. 
Butcheson, who are 'at present conairucting 
a track to,, the West Coast rta .the. Baast 
River, 'ard'ma^ihg rapid progress,' : The. track 
commenops at the bush to the e^t side of 
the Makarnra River, and^ continues on th^ 
same side to its junction with the .Fish River, 
where the MaksLTOra.is crossod, and the right- 
hand side of .the Fish , fMlqwed up at. a very 
easy gradient to the Pass, the altitude of 
whicli is ahout.lSOQ ^eet abpve the sea' level, 
or 600 feet above Lake W^naka. The dis- 
tance from , the Lake to. the saddle is about 
26 miles, over a gradually rising country. 
The saddla-t-or, more correctly speaking, the 
terrace forming the watershed-^is about four 
tulles square, the hills on both sides rising 
abruptly to a height of about 6000 feet, and 
the descent to the .head waters of the IJaast 
being scarcely perceptible. : It is a most re- 
markable break ,in the mountains, and, pas- 
sable with'ease throughout the winter,. The 
track is continued down the south side of the 
Haast, and is completed to within about four 
miles of the junction with the ' Burke River, 
which iethe only tributary joining the Haast 
from the south. The distance from the 
Burke to the mouth of the 'Haast is about 
40 miles. The timber on the line of the 
track is felled- about twelve feet In width, 
and a capital track thus made for packing or 
for driving stock over. - The route has been 
chosen to the best advantage, giving ample 
proof that Mr Hutcheson is no novice in the 
art of laving out a road through a dense 
forest.; Ik is expected that the sea-beach 
will he reached by the party in December. 
A persbn may then accomplish the journey 
from Cromwell to the Haast, township in 
three, or JacksOh’a Bay in four, days. 

The advantages, especially to the Cromwell 
district, which may result through the open- 
ing of this route can scarcely be overrated, 
wlien It is, borne in mind that the track tra- 
verses the centre of a large block of country, 
a perfect -terra iiicognita, stretching from 
Bruce Bay to Jackson’s Bay. ■' And that the 
country is gold-bearing, there can be no 
doubt ; but it has never had a fair trial, 
owing to the difficulty of access. Gold was. 
obtained in most of the principal tributaries 
of the Haast about ten years ago by Messrs 
Hassing and Docherty,. who spent three 
months exploring and prospecting the coiin-'' 
try in question, and there is every probability 
that gold will be traced continuously from' 
the Northern Otago Goldfields to the West 
Coast workings. A rush took place some 
eight years ago to the.beach about four miles 
lonth of the Haast ; over 1000 diggers came 
down, but only about 300 succeeded in get- 
ting payable claims. No prospecting was 
done except on iha beaches, owing to the 
back country being an impenetrable jungle. 
Had a track eiiatedat that time, we are sure 
that hundreds of miners would have come 
back to the Otago fields. It is surprising, 
but nevertheless tmo, that nothing but petty 
Provincial jealousy has kept that country 
locked up to miners for such a number of 
years throogb the n ant of a track ; and it is 
worthy of record that the ruling Provincial 
passion, at least, is not strong in death.

T see by your last issue that Mr Eichardt 
flatly contradicts my account ol his disagree- 
ment with the O’Connell Centenary Commit- 
tee.

Mr Eichardt has himself to blamo for 
permitting those to guide him who would go 
any distance out of their way to throw dis- 
credit on the Celebration. They signally 
failed, however, being met by more astute 
heads than their own. 

The Lakes District Building Society have 
completed averysucoessfulyear.' Afterpay-^ 
ing interest, they add a very successful sum 
to their guarantee fund. This society has 
been the means of doing much good. 

Yesterday’s 'Wdkatip Mail , baa a well- 
written sub-leader that is worthy of perusal. 
It points out that the co-operative principle 
has been initiated at the Arrow in the work- 
ing of quartz reefs. ? Of course, a large 
amount of our mining is how being done on 
the same principle, but its success or failure 
anywhere deserves careful study. .-.The most 
thoughtful politico-economists point at the 
co-operative principle, as the only means of 
proteoting individual labour from the tyranny 
of capital. The principle seems purely just, 
that labour is as much entitled to its share of 
profits aa capital. How to secure it a fair 
proportion is the difficulty that legislation 
has failed to meet. .R is to be hoped that 
co-operation will solve the great question. 
Want of intelligence and education seems to 
be the only obstacle. Tlio principle is spread- 
ing in France and America, both in manu- 
factures and agriculture, and if proved to 
work well, the social tyrannies that Owens, 
Sooinus, and trades unions labored hard to 
counteract will become things of the past. 
The much-abused International has proposed 
the same curs for the degraded position of 
the working classes. Their dogma seems 
fair enough: that “those who earn the 
profits should enjoy them,” I hope the 
Arrow quartz mining companies every sne- 
cess. We have had shareholding absentee-ism 
ad nauseam. 

Prospecting for the supposed high lead at 
Arthur’s Pqint is being carried on with 
spirit. Stevenson’s and O’Brien’s parties 
have combined to drive a tunnel between 
their claims.' It shows every indication of 
tuooesB.

• Last Saturviay was a festival day at Skip- 
per’s on the. occasion of starting crushing 
operations at the Phoenix mine. The claira- 
holdets had provided refreshments of various 
kinds with a liberal hand, both to suit -Tem- 
plars ?md those who still adhere to the old 
customs. Rome of the latter waxed eloquent, 
and harangued the company from a carpen- 
ter’s bench, until they subsided.. The full 
water supply is not ■yet available Until the 
completion ef some' flaming from a branch 
creek, so that only 10 heads of stamps are in 
work ; ^ but in a short time there will be 
water enough to work 15 heads.-. The turT| 
bine at first 'did not wprk well; owing to. a 
niece of wood accidentally going into-.it. 
"When this was removed it worked ' capitally, 
and the large quantity of stone on haijd will 
he quickly disposed of. About 300 tons are 
.in the paddock, and 100, tons stowed in the 
.drives. This, stone, shows gold very plenti- 
fully and, will -yield, in all probability the 
largest returns ever obtained in the district 
from such aii accumulation of quartz. I have i 
seen specimens taken out of the paddock al- 
most at random, and they are th ickly studded 
with coarse gold. The trlbuters are extend- 
ing their tunnel to strip, another stope, and 
the machine will not be stopped until about 
600 tons have been put through. ; 

Southberg’s party are crushing surface 
stone which is tumiug out very well — about 
£10 per man weekly. They have also struck 
good gold in the old_ Otago claim, and are 
about to connect. the mine with the machinery 
by a hew’ tramway, the old one having gone 
to d,eoav through years of disuse. , The other 
reef. claims at Skippers are scarcely yet work- 
able, owing to the snow and frost, but active 
operations will shortly be commenced upon 
them, as new life seems to be infused into the 
mining interest owing to the bright prospects 
of the PhtEuix. It is also probablethat pros- 
pecting will be started in search of new reef 
claims. 

The Nugget and Cornish claim has bleu 
prospected at a lew level and the reef crossed, 
but as only the walls were visible a drive 
along the reef is being made towards that 
portion of the mine previously worked at a, 
high level, and the ground is getting softer, 
with every indication of the neighborhood of 
quartz. 

In alluvial mining much activity can bo 
reported. Aspinall, at Skippers Point, is 
getting out some good ground with his new 
rock tail-race and the powerful hydraulic 
pressure he has brought into play. On Lon- 
donderry terrace, Moored Weir, and Com- 
pany are tunnelling with good results on the 
ground lately disputed in the 'Warden’s Court. 
The Shotover . Terrace Company’s works are 
still dormant, pending the making of proposed 
new arrangements. 

In the river, Colville and party have 
opened some good ground below the Skip- 
per’s bridge. They have a powerful under- 
shot wheel and pumps. The new Channel 
Company have taken up additional ground 
and a new shareholder has bought in — Mr 
Johnson, of the Twelve-Mile, who expresses 
great confidence in the prospects of this Com- 
pany. Above the Sandhills, the large Chinese 
parties are doing very well. Up the river 
generaUy the chief topic is the proposed new 
dray road which is being agitated for, and 
about which no definite communication has 
yet been obtained from the Government. 

At the Arrow, the Crown Terrace reef is 
looking well ; -shares are at a premium but 
none are for sale. A few tons will shortly be 
sent to Cromwell to be crushed. This is at 
■present the only reef claim being prospected, 
as, although other companies are in course 
of formation, it is not finally decided upon a 
spot to enmmenco, and prospectors are as yet 
only looking around. 

Tho business of Jenkins and Company, 
storekeepers, is to be wound up to close part- 
nership accounts, owing to the death of Mr 
Thomsen, lately one of the firm. 

The Good Templars will shortly taka steps 
to build a hall, and tho Order is progre-ssing 
safely and steadily. A Temperance play will 
be got up at an .early date in aid of the 
building fund — children Under twelve to be 
admitted free. 



In the Warden’s Court on Friday last 
an application by G. M. Brown for 99 days pro- 
tection for his claim at Bailey’s, and M. Armour 
and another for tail-race at Smith’s gully, com- 
prised all the business transactei ' There being 
no objections both were granted.

To (he EdiUr of the Cromwxll Ab'opb. 

Sib,— T see in the Iea>ling article of your paper 
of date' Sopteipher 8, 1875, that my name ap- 
pears frequently, and in a.way liliely to cause 
people to doubt the. veracity pf. m.y statemeuta. 
Yon say that “ it is to be regretted that, my 
version of the affair has gained so much ere- 
deuce,’! ^lo. ho, ; You would oblige by allowing 
me the privilege of stating pablicly that I am in 
a position to prove that the statements I made 
wore truthful, there being two men with mo 
when I went to Mr Jolly for a tiokot of admis-, 
sion to give to. William Kirker. At first Mr 
Jnlly distinctly refused to give me a ticket, and 
said be had given one to Mr Jaggar that, same 
morning ; that if he was to give me a ticket, the 
Committee would think that he wanted to fill 
the Hospital with patients. One of tbe.meo 
with me said : " If Mr Colclough bad been at 
home, I would have bought you a ticket.” 1 
said that I was willing to pay, — which I con- 
sider was equivalent to pledging myself that the 
money would he paid. At any rate, Mr Jolly 
then said that he had only got destitute patieuts’ 
tickets, and that he would give me one on con- 
ditions that William Kirker pledged himself to 
pay £1 15s per week. I told Mr Jolly that I 
would take the ticket and offer it to Kirker, end 
if he refused to take it on those conditions I 
would return it. Mr Jollv wrote on the ticket 
before handing it to me, “ (ViUiara Kirker pledged 
himself to pay £1 15s per week,” (or words to 
that effect.) I did not go to Mr Jolly for a pay- 
ing patient’s ticket. . I told him that Kirker, 
like myself, had no money. And I deny having 
said that I would subscribe only to the Clyde 
Hohpital. But I have said many times that T 
Would not subscribe to the Cromwell Hospital, 
as t was of opinion that the management had 
been absolutely bad from the begiuning ; and I 
feet confident that any impartial person reading 
the evidence given by the Wardsman, William 
Thomson, at the inquest held on the 2nd instant 
upon the remains of Samuel Thomas, will arrive 
at the conclusion that there has been bad ma- 
nagement. The wardsman refused to admit 
Samuel Thomas, and stated that , he had been 
reprimanded for admitting a patient tbe week 
previous ; and was told by Dr Stirling that if 
applicants were unable to walk* or had met with 
an accident, they were to he admitted ; but if 
they came with tickets of admission and were 
able to walk, he was to send them to the doctor. 
And William Madden states in bis evidence that 
the wardsmau told him that he bad been in- 1 
etructed not to admit any more without the 
doctor first seeing the person.. No-one can con- 
strue that sentence and say that it has got two 
meanings ; and the doctor saying that he never 
contemplated he should refuse .admission in cases 
of real hmergeney dops not alter facts. The 
word “ admit” has but one meaning : and allow- 
ing that two or more meanings could be attached 
to the word, the wardsman is not supposed to 
know cases of real emergency. Aiid according 
to the doctor's own statement, he knew that the 
deceased Samuel Thomas was in a bad st.ate, and 
still lie was absent from the'Hospital more than 
tweuty.fi ve hours, which is not in keying with 
the' written rules of the institution. Saying 
that he was unwell was but a lame excuse, as ht 
ought to have sent some competent person, if 
not able to attend himself ; but he w.as able 1o 
attend when told that Samuel Thomas was deal. 
The doctor having the privilego to engage fn 
private practice for an area of fifty miles frrm 
the Hospital, and living in Cromwell, thirty-^e 
minutes’ walk from the Hospital, is in ny 
opinion positively wrong. When human lives 
are at stake, great ca'*e and attention is neies- 
sary. It may be said that we have not mmey 
to build a house for the surgeon near the los- 
pital. Tn that case I maintain that one Hispi- 
tal, well supported, with aii able medical prac- 
titioner in charge, is far preferable to two, jborly 
supported ; and Clyde is the centre of a large 
distrie'-, well able to support one Hospitil, but 
not able to support two. ■ 

I may state in concliisinn that I conader it 
was absurd for Hospital Committee-mss to sit 
on the jury, after having said there was no ne- 
cessity for an inquest, tf they had brnight in 
a verdict of mismanagement or cnlpablencglect, 
they must have passed sentence agaimt them- 
selves. Yon wnnld oblige by giving publicity 
to my version of the matter, as I cons jer there 
were some very ugl.y statements in thelast issue 
of your paper, which I am well able ti disprove.
